Why Should | Plant Hybrid? 


Do you remember, years ago, when the melons 
you raised or purchased, were entirely different var- 
ieties than the ones now on the market? And they 
were good, big,—and they were sweet. What hap- 
pened to them? THE ANSWER IS SEED. 

Seed houses hired farmers to grow seed for them 
at from 20 to 35 cents per pound, which they in turn 
sold for perhaps $2.00 up. The farmer quite naturally 
marketed his early melons, his big melons and his 
best melons, and from the remaining late culls, saved 
the seed to sell to the wholesale seed merchant,—who 
“grows our own seed” and had pictures taken in the 
farmer’s field to prove it. Because a cheap method 
of saving the seed was necessary, the threshing ma- 
chine came into use, and into this machine went every- 
thing that even looked like a melon. Small ones, ill- 
shaped ones, hard white centered ones. The result 
was of course, that in time, “LIKE PRODUCED LIKE.” 
The seed ran out. 

New, reliable varieties have not been produced, 
and melon growers over the country are desperately 
trying to raise good melons from seed that simply 
will not produce good melons. 

Realizing these very facts, we started, years ago, 
a program of cross pollination. We believed in hybrid- 
ization, and we stayed with it—through many mis- 
takes—until we produced a new type melon. This 
new melon is really extraordinary in size, in flavor 
and in productivity. By eliminating the objectionable 
features of some melons, and inbreeding the good 
qualities of others, our hybrids do well, even in heavy 
ground, although of course, a rich sandy loam is 
better. Our hybrids are planted successfully in more 
than 40 states in the U. S. and in foreign countries. 


OUR SEED IS HAND SAVED 


One man opens every melon we save for seed. 
Every melon must be perfect in shape, cut blood red, 
and be extra large. The melon must not be stringy 
in texture, must not be over-seeded, and the rind 
must be thin. No culls, no odd shaped melons. Every 
one must be perfect. Remember—‘“LIKE PRODUCES 
LIKE.” 


The very first melons to ripen go into the seed. 


Read our testimonials. We have dozens of unsoli- 
cited ones. Look at the cut of a load of melons on 
the front of this little circular. Did you ever before 
see a load of melons hauled without benefit of side- 
boards? Only 50 melons, yet they weigh almost two 
tons. We hauled that load of melons to Nebraska and 
marketed them, after racing two afternoons in a nov- 
elty race, at a county fair with the load JUST AS PIC- 
TURED.

The Result of 25 Year’s Effort 
Hybrid Melons Not an Experiment 


For 25 years we grew melons commercially,—20 to 
60 acres every year. For 20 years we have worked 
on our hybrids. We have studied the melons and 
melon methods, right in the fields of the best melon 
growing states. We have experimentally exchanged 
seeds with South American and European countries. 


We do not irrigate, we do not fertilize our ground. 
We pinch off no blosoms nor extra melons in order 
to grow “show” melons. We “feed” no vines to make 
them grow large melons. Our vines must produce 
“the hard way,” in order to meet our specifications. 
Our farmeis “Norihy almost 10) the «Nebraska line. — 
generally considered clear out of the melon country, 
yet we are certain that we produce the largest average 
sized melon in the entire United States,—excepting 
of course the low grade Jumbo types, grown for 
size only. 


For years we sent melons from coast to coast, and 
we sold many carloads and truck loads into the states 
of Kansas, Missouri, Colorado, Nebraska and South 
Dakota. Our melons have won first prizes in county 
and state fairs. We are not amateurs. We believe we 
know the melon game. We believe we know melon 
seed. WE GROW AND MARKET OUR OWN SEED 
EXCLUSIVELY. 


At present prices of labor, printing, etc., the pro- 
duction of seed is not profitable. It is not possible 
of course, to cut up 50 to 100 pound watermelons, 
worth at the very least, two cents a pound (and 
remember that it takes about 5 of these large melons 
to make a pound of seed)—sell the seed for $6.00 per 
pound, and expect to make a fancy profit. But we 
have customers who have used our seed for years, and 
we don’t want to quit now,—just because of the lack of 
profit. We realize that times may change,—and then 
we will be very happy to have our old customers. 


A FEW HYBRID SEED FACTS 


1. Planting one colored seed may produce the op- 
posite colored seed. 


2. Seed from a long melon may produce a round 
melon or vice-versa. 


3. Striped melons may produce green or white melons 
and vice-versa. 


4. Different colored seeds sometimes occur in opposite 
ends of the same melon. 


5. Whatever you do, do not try to save your own 
seed {rom these melons, more than one year. Play 
safe and buy new seed each year. The expense is 
trifling. 

6. Order now. We have never yet produced enough 
hybrid melon seed.

Our Air Line Hybrid 


This is our feature watermelon. We originated it, 
and were proud enough of it, to give it our name. 
We think it is the prize No. 1 melon of the melon 
world. It has everything that a good and profitable 
melon should have, size, shape, quality and produc- 
tivity. 

Based on the good old black seeded Glozier to which 
was added the white seeded Irish Gray, the brown 
seeded Tom Watson and the white seeded Rattle- 
snake. We are now mingling a bit of Paragon, which 
causes some of the seed to be very small, and causes 
all of the seed to be some smaller than in former years. 

About one half of 1 percent “throw back” to white 
melons. The balance are dark green, light green, 
striped or mottled. About thirty percent are round, 
about 50 percent are oblong, and the balance are long. 
By oblong, we mean longer than they are round,—but 
very perfect in shape, as they do not vary in size on 
either end. 

Seed—all colors. Shape—perfect. Quality—excellent. 
Flesh—very dark red. Rind—very thin but tough 
enough to stand severe shipping. Matures—very early, 
often 10 days before most standard melons. 

No Air Line Hybrid seed is saved from any melon 
under 40 pounds. Average weight—30 to 80 pounds.

Hybrid Paragon 


This is our latest hybrid, and is perhaps our finest 
flavored melon, but not so large nor as productive as 
our Air Line Hybrid. The seed is all saved from 
melons from 30 to 60 pounds in weight. 

Based on the apple seeded Paragon, we added 
Glozier to give it size and to improve its shape. Later 
we added Irish Gray to stabilize its quality. Quality 
alone considered, it is a marvelous melon. 

Matures early. Flesh—deep red. Seed—all colors, 
and very small,—almost apple-seeded. Melons are 
about evenly divided between round and long. 

Approximately 8000 seeds to the pound. 

Because of the fact that these seeds are so small 
that it takes nearly a dozen melons te produce a 
pound of seed, we do not price this seed by the pound. 
However, we include 75 Hybrid Paragon seeds in 
every complete Air Line Seed Packet. 


The Hybrid Jumbo 


We include 75 seeds of this monster melon, as nearly 
everyone wants to grow a few “whoppers.” This is 
a very imperfect hybrid and many will throw back 
to pure Jumbo,—the King of the Monsters. A single 
vine often produces more than 250 pounds of melon, 





and hundred pounders are not infrquent. 
Seed—large and brown black. Matures rather late. 
Flesh, dark red. Rind, medium to thick. Quality, fair. 
(Note—after these melons appear ripe, and cut red, 
it is advisable to leave them on the vines another 2 
weeks. They will not get over-ripe, and will improve 
in quality.

“Ordinary” Seed 





In the spring of 1944, we purchased 3 packets of 
“ordinary” watermelon seed, put up by a very promi- 
nent seed distributor,—one each of Tom Watson, 
Kleckley Sweet, and Triumph (or Florida Giant, or 
Black Diamond,—but known locally as Triumph), 
and we planted one hill from each package. Side by 
side, we planted 3 hills of our own Air Line Hybrid 
seed. They were planted in our garden, away from 
other melons and they were tended identically. On 
the same day in September, we gathered all of the 
melons on the 6 vines, weighed them, and took this 
picture. There were a few small ones on the vines, 
but inasmuch as we do not consider a melon under 25 
pounds to be marketable, these were not considered. 

No remarkable melons were produced,—but THE 
DIFFERENCE IS MOST REMARKABLE. Just take. 
these results and multiply by the number of hills to 
the acre, and the answer will certainly astonish you. 

Three hills of AIR LINE HYBRID melons out-pro- 
duced the “ordinary” hills, by 172 pounds. At 2c per 
pound, that is a difference of $3.44. Now multiply this 
result by say 600 hills to the acre. P 

Unfair? Probably so. Test plots generally are. Our 
melons have never averaged 193 pounds to the hill, 
and doubtless never will,—on a larger acreage. How- 
ever, we have had hills that produced far more than 
193 pounds of melons.

Here is the tabulated result of our little test plot. 
Look it over, and WHEN YOU GET READY TO BUY 
YOUR SEED—remember AIR LINE FARM, ROSS- 
VILLE, KANSAS. 

On the left—(ordinary seed) 3 long Tom Watsons (front 3 
left). Two of these melons were very odd shaped, and one was 
white centered and hard. 33 lIbs., 32 lbs. and 30 lbs. 

In the rear, left—2 Triumph melons, 30 Ibs. and 27 Ibs. 
Neither melon was comparably sweet, but both were good 
enough shape and were “‘red meated.” 

On the right—Kleckley Sweet, 33 lbs. and 29 lbs. Both 
meions were fine, sweet melons, fair shape and salable. However, 
both melons had badly separated hearts, which if ‘‘plugged into,” 
would have caused any buyer to have rejected the melon as not 
good. (In fairness, the Kleckly Sweet had an extra melon which 
weighed 18 lbs., that was a good melon, and did not have a 
separated heart.) 

Total weight—7 melons—215 Ibs. 

On the right—Air Line Hybrid. Eight melons—weights 58, 26, 
63, 54, 55, 51, 38, 42 Ibs. | 

Every one of these melons was a beautifully shaped, perfect 
melon in every respect.

Figuring 650 watermelon hills to the acre: 
Planting 4 seeds to the hill: 


15 Air Line Seed Packets contain approximately 
7800 watermelon seed. Thus at 4 seeds to the hill, the 
15 packets will plant 3 full acres of watermelons. 


The 3200 cantaloupe seeds which 15 Air Line packets 
contain, will plant—figuring 4 seeds to the hill, and 
planting the hills 7 ft. by 9 {t—about three-fourths 
of an acre. 


Thus for $10.00, you can plant,—theoretically,—about 
3 and 34 acres of watermelons and cantaloupes, at a 
cost of about $2.75 per acre. However, it is much safer 
to figure a bit more liberally in case more than 4 seeds 
are dropped per hill, and in order to have sufficient 
seed to replant such hills as fail to show up, for one 
reason or other.
